HAMPSTEAD - Meeting 
with one member short Mon- 
day night, the Board of Sel- 
ectmen heard from Ordway 
Park Committee chairwo- 
man Julia Forbes, who re- 
ported vandalism at the 
park's Sept. 11 memorial 
dedication area. 

Forbes said someone 
tried to remove the granite 
sphere, and the damage is 
being repaired. She said she 
has no intention of adding 
surveillance cameras to pro- 
tect the area, as that would 
be in opposition to the con- 
cept of privacy at the 
memorial. 

In other business: 

• With chairman Sean 
Murphy absent to attend to 
a last minute personal issue, 
Vice Chairman Rick Har- 
tung decided to table until 



the next meeting the issue 
of whether to do paving 
work at the police depart- 
ment parking lot. Murphy is 
the Police Department liai- 
son. 

• Road Agent Jon Wor- 
then presented the board 
with two projects he would 
like to see undertaken in the 
next year or so. 

The first project is the 
reclamation of West with 
two possible approaches. He 
warned that by improving 
West Road, more people 
would speed on the road- 
way and more people would 
use it. 

The second project is 
the repair of Shop Pond 
Dam, which the state De- 
partment of Environmental 
Services Dam Division has 
already told the Town it 
must do soon. Worthen esti- 
mated the cost of a com- 
plete repair and restoration 



of the dam area as 
$100,000. He said he is 
seeking a grant to do the 
work and if it is approved, it 
would cover 75 percent of 
the cost. 

• Police Chief Joe Beau- 
doin told the board he has 
closed applications for full- 
time and part-time police 
officers. He said he received 
29 applications, four of 
them from fully certified, 
full-time officers, with the 
rest from uncertified officers 
looking for both full-time 
and part-time positions. He 
told the board he will review 
the applications and make 
recommendations. 

• Beaudoin asked the 
board if it would approve 
his looking into lowering 
the speed limit on Route 
121 A between Hannaford 
and the town line. That area 
currently is at 40 miles per

Busy Summer for Chester 
Academy Infrastructure

CHESTER - While nor- 
mally things at Chester 
Academy are busy during 
the off months with summer 
school and administrative 
work, for the past couple of 
months the building itself 
has been getting a makeover. 
The changes aren't cosmetic, 
but are aimed at improving 
the safety of the school's 
infrastructure, and were ap- 
proved by the school board 
with funding from surplus 
budget money. 

A recent walk through 
the school showed the 
progress, as bright blue 
phone lines hung out of ceil- 
ing tiles, and classroom fur- 
niture was stacked in the 
hallways. 



At the end of the school 
year, the board approved a 
number of projects identi- 
fied in the 5/10 year mainte- 
nance and facilities program. 
The board and admin- 
istration said they were nec- 
essary projects and with 
some surplus - largely the 
result of unexpected revenue 
- decided to get them done 
this year without the need to 
ask the taxpayers for more 
funds in a future budget. 

The board agreed with 
superintendent Jim Gaylord 
that using surplus was a wise 
way to complete needed 
projects without having to 
ask the public for more 
money in future years. 
While the school board has 
historically returned surplus 
to the general fund at the 
end of the year, that has an 



effect the following year. 

Returned money de- 
creases the tax rate in the 
year it is returned, but the 
next year the sum needs to 
be made up, increasing the 
tax rate correspondingly 
than it would have been, had 
the money not been re- 
turned. 

The three big projects are 
the moving of the kinder- 
garten program, a new fire 
alarm system and a new 
phone system. 

The troublesome old fire 
alarm system has cost the 
district about $28,000 in 
repairs over the last three 
years. The entire system has 
since been replaced at a cost 
of about $51,000. Superin- 
tendent Jim Gaylord said 
that if looked at in light of

Resolution Sought on Phillips 
Pond Estates Driveway Access

SANDOWN - Though 
the planning board is con- 
vinced that as part of the 
subdivision plan for Phillips 
Pond Estates, an access 
driveway to the pond must 
be built for fire protection, 
that has not occurred, and 
the board is looking for 
ways to enforce the stipula- 
tion. 



The property's approval 
was initially given to Peter 
Holmes. The property was 
eventually taken over by the 
bank and then purchased by 
JH Chase Co., one of devel- 
oper Bob Villella's compa- 
nies. 

The access driveway was 
a condition of approval for 
the subdivision but the 
work and a necessary ease- 
ment through Holmes' 
property for the driveway 



was never granted, and the 
town didn't follow up with 
the matter until recently. 
According to the planning 
board, Holmes was sup- 
posed to have granted deed- 
ed access across his proper- 
ty but is unwilling to do so 
now. 

Villella met with the 
board in June to discuss the 
matter, stating that while he 
was willing to put in the

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Donations Sought for Restoration Work at Hampstead Church

HAMPSTEAD - The 
Hampstead Congregational 
Church has contracted with 
Joe McSwain of Mid Maine 
Restoration to repair the 
church steeple, then paint 
both the steeple and the 



original church building. 

Members of the church 
have formed a committee to 
do fundraising to defray the 
cost of the repairs and the 
painting. Heading the com- 
mittee is Martha Pond, who 
said the church budget 
doesn't have the money for 
this work but the work

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needs to be done to main- 
tain the structural integrity 
of the building. As a result, 
the committee is working 
hard to raise the necessary 
funding to cover the cost of 
getting the work done, 
made more vital because the 
church is one of the iconic 
buildings on Main Street. 

While working on the 
church steeple, McSwain 
will be repairing the "cake 
tiers" and corner buttresses 
at the belfry deck level of 
the steeple. This work 
entails replacing rotted 
wood, then sealing and 
repainting. The repair work 
is just below the top set of 
windows. 

In addition, he will be 
painting the steeple and bel- 



fry, as well as the sanctuary 
front and Timberlane Road 
side. 

The total cost for steeple 
restoration and painting is 
approximately $30,000. 

"None of the funds are 
budgeted, as this is major 
restoration work, so all 
money will need to be 
raised through donations," 
Pond said. "Our fund-rais- 
ing appeal is just beginning 
and church members have 
given donations, and we are 
hopeful that members of the 
community will respond to 
the obvious need. 

"Restoration of the 
church facade to its tradi- 
tional appearance as the old 
New England church in the 
center of town is an impor- 



tant part of the appearance 
of Hampstead," she added. 
"It is a recognizable land- 
mark, and was one of the 
four buildings chosen to 
represent Hampstead dur- 
ing the 250th celebration in 
1999." 

Pond noted the church 
was established in 1752, 
with the current building 
dating from 1861. 

"The historic nature of 
the church, and its promi- 
nent role as one of the icon- 
ic buildings in Hampstead, 
functioning as one of the 
gateways to the town, high- 
light the importance of the 
restoration efforts," she 
said. "The church serves as 
a home or meeting place to 
many community organiza- 



tions, and is a part of the 
fabric of our small New 
Hampshire town. The 
church is a beautiful his- 
toric building, part of a 
beautiful downtown, and 
we can't wait to see it 
restored to its previous 
state." 

Many Hampstead resi- 
dents consider the Hamp- 
stead Congregational Church 
to be "their" church, and 
the hope of the committee is 
that they will want to con- 
tribute to its restoration.

gravel access driveway, he 
needed permission from 
Holmes to do so. He said 
that after weeks of trying to 
get in contact with him, he 
was eventually told that 
access would not be granted. 

Villella said that when 
he discussed the matter 
with then fire chief Irving 
Bassett, he agreed to widen 
a current driveway and 
install a gravel pad beside 
the pond for the fire trucks. 
"I don't mind doing that," 
said Villella. 

The planning board's 



Matt Russell, who raised the 
matter at the board's June 19 
meeting, said the Aug. 17, 
2006 Notice of Decision 
indicates that a final 
approval letter needed to be 
received from the Sandown 
Fire Department, and on 
Oct. 12, 2006, a letter was 
received from then chief 
Bassett stating that "a grav- 
eled access road to Phillip's 
Pond would be acceptable... 
Therefore a cistern or other 
means of water supply will 
not be required." 

Russell argued that if the 
access road is not feasible, 
the alternate, as inferred in 
the letter, would be a cis- 
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tern. 

If a cistern is instead 
required, Villella said he 
was not solely responsible 
for it. Villella bought 20 lots 
from the bank and agreed to 
finish the road. He said that 
in the next month or two, 
he'd have only one lot left 
and it wasn't feasible to go 
through the approval 
process in order to change 
the original plans to install a 
cistern. 

According to discus- 
sions at the July 17 meeting, 
town engineer Steve Keach 
has informed the board that 
as the fire protection and 
easement were part of the 
original conditions of 
approval, despite losing the 
property, Holmes is still 
held to the easement agree- 
ment. 

According to the plan- 



ning board, Holmes has 
contacted his lawyer. 

Board members present 
last week - chair Mark 
Traeger, Ed Mencis, Ernie 
Brown and Russell - said 
they would send a letter to 
Holmes stating that from 
their lawyer's perspective, 
the town was in the right 
and seeks to resolve the 
issue outside of the courts. 

Mencis said that if the 
matter goes to court, the 
town will likely win and 
have its legal costs paid, but 
it would be better for all 
parties to avoid that step. 
Mencis said an open dia- 
logue was needed. 

"We're not trying to hurt 
anybody, we're just trying to 
get this done," said Mencis, 
adding that a court battle 
could drag the issue out for 
a year or more. 
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Seven Suspicious Fires in One Day at Wason Pond

CHESTER - Seven fires 
were set on Friday at the 
Wason Pond Conservation 
and Recreation Area, and 
the fire department sus- 
pects that the goal of the 
arsonist was to start a large 
blaze on the community- 
owned land. 

A fire was set Friday 
morning, but most of the 
blazes sprang up that night. 
The busy summer spot was 
filled with people at the 
time, some of whom spot- 
ted the first fire and called 



the fire department. 

According to fire chief 
Rich Antoine, as the depart- 
ment was finding the first 
fire of the night, more calls 
were coming in alerting 
them to fires on other por- 
tions of the land and fire- 
fighters were spotting even 
more blazes. 

Antoine is currently 
investigating the fires, sus- 
pected to be arson. He said 
a suspect has been identi- 
fied and it is likely that an 
announcement of that per- 
son's identity will be made 
in coming weeks. 

Antoine is a certified fire 



inspector but also has cita- 
tion authority. 

The fires were all 
between approximately two 
feet and 12 feet in diameter 
when the firefighters came 
upon them. Antoine said 
the size was an indication 
of how long they'd been 
burning. 

The fires consumed 
brush and small portions of 
the woods but nothing sub- 
stantial was burned, and 
the department had them 
under control relatively 
quickly. 

It is suspected that all of 
the Friday night fires were 



started in succession. 

The department used its 
forestry utility vehicle and 
skid unit to attend to the 
fires. 

Some of the fires ap- 
peared to have been set so 
as not to be seen easily, but 
swimmers and others in the 
area spotted the other 
blazes as well as suspicious 
activity leading up to them. 

The Chester police 
helped with interrogations, 
said Antoine. 

Increasing the severity 
of the offense is the fact that 
the day was deemed level 
four (out of five) in fire 



danger, and outside burn- 
ing of any kind was not per- 
mitted. 

According to the Forest 
Fire Danger Rating System, 
level four means that: Fires 
start easily from all causes 
and immediately after igni- 
tion, spread rapidly and 
increase quickly in intensi- 
ty. Spot fires are a constant 
danger. Fires burning in 
light fuels may quickly 
develop high-intensity 
characteristics - such as 
long-distance spotting - and 
fire whirlwinds, when they 
burn into heavier fuels. 
Direct attack at the head of 



such fires is rarely possible 
after they have been burn- 
ing more than a few min- 
utes. 

The police have also had 
reason this summer to keep 
an eye on Wason Pond. The 
caretaker's cabin was bur- 
glarized in May and again 
in June, along with the 
community center. 

Police chief Bill Burke 
said that since those break- 
ins, the area has been quiet, 
but his officers are keeping 
a close eye on it and are still 
removing people from the 
area at night. 



Chester Town Fair - Who Will Organize It This Year?

CHESTER - The recre- 
ation commission informed 
the board of selectmen that 
it had plans to help organize 
the town fair this year, but 
before the July 12 meeting 
was over, that desire to help 
out was mostly quenched. 

Commission member 
Beth Swanson said that this 
year the commission want- 
ed to take a more active role 
in organizing the fair, in 
part to bring it back to a 
more town-propelled event 
with more community 
involvement. But part of its 
ability to help out was pred- 
icated on moving the date of 
the event by a week. 

Starting in 2010, no 
community group or indi- 
vidual was willing to take 
on the organization of the 
annual town fair, and when 
it looked as if the event 
were going to fall by the 
wayside, resident Sara Eno 
stepped in. She used the 
event as a springboard for 
starting an event planning 
company, but always spoke 



about the importance of the 
event not for personal gain 
but for community benefit. 
Eno ran the fair in 2010 and 
2011. 

When he heard of Recre- 
ation's plans to change the 
date of the fair, selectman 
Mike Weider was adamant 
that it remain, as it histori- 
cally has been, on the sec- 
ond Saturday of September. 
This year that date would 
fall on Sept. 8, but the com- 
mission was looking at Sept. 
15 instead. 

According to recreation 
coordinator Sharon Mulren- 
nan, the commission was 
looking to change the date 
so that all members could 
be available to help out. 

The commission had 
previously spoken with 
police and fire to make sure 
the date change was fine 
with them and that they'd 



have resources available. 

On July 12, Weider 
recalled a discussion that 
the board of selectmen had 
in 2010 about whether to 
move the date. That year the 
second Saturday fell on 
Sept. 11. He remembered it 
as a long discussion but 
with a clear decision at the 
end: it wasn't appropriate to 
change the date. In his argu- 
ment, Weider said it was 
important for people to 
have continuity in the date 
and that people from out of 
town may use that weekend 
to come back and visit. 

Before the recreation 
commission left the meet- 
ing, member Ed Karjala said 
that if Weider were adamant 
on sticking to the second 
Saturday, the board may 
"want to start looking for 
significant resources to 
make that happen." 
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Weider said that would 
be fine. 

No other selectmen spoke 
about the date change. 

Since then, Mulrennan 
has said it is unlikely the 
recreation commission will 
organize the fair this year. 

Planned for Sept. 8 are 
the town's fireworks and the 
dedication of the fire station 



to beloved town resident 
Red Dolloff. Former fire 
chief Dolloff died in May of 
2011. The dedication will 
take place in the morning, 
to be followed by an open 
house. 

Fire chief Rich Antoine 
said he had been ap- 
proached by the recreation 
commission on the date 



change before the group 
met with the selectmen and 
he had no issue with it. 
Antoine said that prior to 
the meeting, the tentative 
date for the department's 
side of things was the 15th, 
but since then he has had to 
lock in the fireworks and 
other plans and has done so 
for the 8th.

An Ounce of Prevention 



With boating season well under 
way, state officials are regularly issuing 
warnings and reminders to boaters to 
pay close attention to what they might 
be bringing into the water. 

Summers in New Hampshire now 
demand a new way to look at hitchhik- 
ing and littering - boats, trailers, 
motors, fishing equipment, bait buck- 
ets, and diving gear can easily drag 
along into the water exotic aquatic 
weeds, leaving an infested lake in their 
wake. 

This is far from a case of Big Gov- 
ernment monitoring our recreational 
activities. Once an invasive weed like 
milfoil or fanwort gets into a lake or 
other body of water, it causes a wealth 
of problems. With no natural predators 
to keep them in check, the plants grow 
quickly to dominate native plants, fish, 
aquatic insects and other aquatic life. 
And what that translates into is 
impaired water quality and reduced 
shorefront property values. 

Our bigger lakes have Weed Watch- 
er and Lake Host programs to keep an 
eye out for unwelcome "travelers" on 
boating equipment. Smaller lakes have 
to depend on regular users to voluntar- 
ily monitor lake quality and send any 
suspicious weeds off to the state for a 
check. And remember, plants that may 
only be 2 or 3 inches in size can grow 
to wreak havoc in our lakes. 



This month, Shop Pond in Hamp- 
stead was treated for the invasive fan- 
wort. Big Island Pond requires regular 
effort to deal with its milfoil infesta- 
tion. And the state records 78 of its 
water bodies - 67 lakes and ponds, 11 
river systems - infested with invasive 
plants, a number that has been grow- 
ing. 

Boats coming from other areas have 
always been a potential problem to our 
waters, but with the warmer tempera- 
tures we've been experiencing in 
recent years, and this winter's early ice 
out, exotic aquatics are growing even 
more rapidly. And cutbacks in state 
funding put more of the burden on 
recreational boaters to check for inva- 
sives. 

If you live on a lake, or take your 
boat out regularly, this message is for 
you. If you enjoy a morning or evening 
kayak or canoe ride, pay attention to 
the plants in the water as well as to the 
scenery and birdlife you are paddling 
out to enjoy. If you've had your boat in 
another body of water, examine it care- 
fully before returning to your home 
lake. Encourage your fellow boaters to 
do the same. 

Once an invasive gets into the lake, 
it's too late. Prevention is the name of 
the game here, and it's the job of each 
one of us to preserve the quality of the 
lakes we love.

'Trust but Verify' 

To the editor: 

Last week's Editorial 
expressed some very impor- 
tant ideas and offered excel- 
lent advice on how to 
decide who you will vote 
for in the upcoming elec- 
tions. I might encapsulate 
that advice in a simple 
statement that says, "Do 
your homework on the can- 
didates and take the act of 
voting very, very seriously." 
I wholeheartedly agree with 
that advice. 

We were urged to seek 
the truth in making those 
decisions, and therein lies 
our challenge. At no time in 
our nation's history has so 
much information been 
available to anyone with a 
keyboard and internet con- 
nection. 

I vaguely remember 
hearing the late Bart 
Giammati (former Yale Uni- 
versity President and Com- 
missioner of Major League 
Baseball) say that a single 
issue of a modern newspa- 
per contains more informa- 
tion than a person living in 
the 14th century would 
have been exposed to in a 
lifetime. That statement 
offers a dramatic illustra- 
tion of changes in commu- 
nication and makes me 
wonder how he might 
describe the amount of 
information now available 
to almost anyone. 

I think he might be 
enthralled not only by the 
volume of information, but 
also the accessibility of 
largely unfiltered and com- 
plex details. Perhaps he 
would fear the increased 
potential for misrepresenta- 
tion in an age when the 
established media or the 
powerful in government 
and industry no longer 
exert nearly exclusive con- 
trol over the broad dissemi- 
nation of information and 
ideas. 



However, I think it is 
more likely he would cele- 
brate it as an expansion of 
freedom, even while winc- 
ing at the shamelessness of 
the lies propagated by 
arguably unscrupulous, 
hyper-partisan activists. For 
example, think of those 
ubiquitous and offensive 
chain emails often forward- 
ed by frightened and 
gullible recipients. They are 
invariably debunked by 
credible sources, but only 
after damage has been done. 

So how do you find the 
truth in all this informa- 
tion? I think the answer is 
twofold. First, you must be 
willing to work even harder 
to discern the truth than 
you would have in the days 
when your only sources 
were the daily newspapers, 
TV news programs and 
friends. 

As we sift through 
mountains of information, 
the internet has more or less 
made us all de facto ama- 
teur editors, and we need to 
take that responsibility as 
seriously as the editor of 
this paper does. That 
includes careful considera- 
tion of opinions offered by 
credible people who don't 
share your views. 

And second, I like to 
invoke one of President 
Reagan's favorite expres- 
sions, "Trust but verify." 
This simple advice suits the 
full spectrum of ideologies 
and serves to inoculate vot- 
ers against the clanging 
gong of negative political 
ads and their half-truths 
and outright falsehoods. 
Enhancing our ability to 
understand the differences 
between fiction and truth is 
a good first step toward cre- 
ating a political environ- 
ment based on hope and 
compassion instead of fear 
and anger.

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Chester Selectmen Say Child Protective Ordinance Not in Town's Scope

CHESTER - A resident 
has petitioned the board of 
selectmen for a meeting to 
discuss an ordinance that he 
said would help protect the 
children of the town from 
sexual predators. 

Robert Brown has been 
urging local public officials 
to do more to protect chil- 
dren ever since resident and 
registered sex offender Gary 
Britton was arrested for fail- 
ing to make his annual 
report to the Chester police 
as a sex offender. Subse- 
quently, alleged child porn- 
ography was discovered in 
Britton's home, and Britton 
has been charged with aggra- 



vated felonious sexual 
assault with a female under 
13 years of age and with 
Felon in Possession of a 
Firearm. 

Brown's latest move was 
to ask the selectmen for an 
ordinance in an effort to 
keep such people away from 
kids. His request asks for 
the board "to explore the 
elements necessary to adopt 
a protective criminal local 
ordinance barring, com- 
pelling and notifying any 
and all registered sex 
offenders from entering the 
limits and confines of any 
public "Park and/or Recre- 
ation" facility by any defini- 
tion and/or attending any 
public event deemed by law 
enforcement as a "potential- 



ly child-intensive event." 

Brown said sex offenders 
pose a great risk to public 
safety but perfect monitoring 
of such individuals is impos- 
sible. "Recent and long-his- 
toric events surrounding 
offenders throughout the 
nation proves a recidivism 
rate and methodology that 
obviously leads them to their 
targeted, intended victims. 
Even within Chester, we 
recently experienced one 
case of a repeat and aggres- 
sive registered offender of 
children re-offend on a grand 
scale. Additionally, said 
offender had actual, ample 
and unrestricted access to 
Chester's parks and recre- 
ation properties," he said. 

After discussing the 



matter at their July 12 meet- 
ing, the selectmen decided 
that while everyone wanted 
to ensure the safety of chil- 
dren, such an initiative was 
beyond their scope. 

Selectman Jack Cannon 
said that after doing some 
research into the matter and 
finding that similar laws 
were challenged on consti- 
tutional grounds, he thinks 
the effort is beyond the 
board's competency and 
urged Brown to contact 
either the county or state to 
push for such a rule. 

"Frankly, I think that's 
where this discussion needs 
to take place," said Cannon. 

A letter from the select- 
men to Brown states, "Upon 
receipt, we contacted appro- 



priate experts; and our 
determination is that if you 
wish to pursue going for- 
ward with this request, you 
need to contact the County 
Attorney, the State Attorney 
General, or your legislative 
Representative, as this is 
beyond the scope of our 
capabilities." 

In a letter in response, 
Brown wrote, "As far as I 
know, without any exception, 
municipal ordinances are cre- 
ated and enforced within the 
city or township in any state. 
State legislature has no juris- 
diction to impose a munici- 
pal ordinance onto Chester. 
County Attorney does not 
create municipal code under 
any circumstances, nor does 
the New Hampshire Attorney 



General. 

"I am fully disillusioned 
with the Chester BOS's lack 
of interest in a child protec- 
tive ordinance, given recent 
local and statewide crimes," 
he added. "I will however 
hold to your requests and 
correspond with all three 
suggested entities advising 
them of your reactions, and 
that they ought to have 
Chester's child safety ordi- 
nances in their agenda 
future. I will additionally 
notify them that the Chester 
BOS does not have the 
power or purview to create 
a well-established model of 
proactive child protection." 

Brown has since con- 
tacted County Attorney Jim 
Reams on the matter.

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Planning Board Disagrees About Sustainable Communities Plan

SANDOWN - Disagree- 
ment among planning board 
members about whether to 
take part in a regional plan- 
ning initiative rose up during 
last week's planning board 
and selectmen meetings. 

The Sustainable Com- 
munities Initiative is organ- 
ized in the area by the Rock- 
ingham Planning Commis- 
sion (RPC) as part of a 
statewide project called A 
Granite State Future. It's an 
effort, currently in its early 
stages, meant to foster com- 
munication among commu- 
nities that may be impacted 
by each others' planning 
decisions. Sandown has been 
asked for two volunteers to 
serve on a regional board. 

The stated objectives of 
the project are to: "Protect 
New Hampshire's unique 
beauty and character; Iden- 
tify local assets that are 
important to the lasting 
prosperity of our communi- 
ties, regions and State; Cap- 
italize on and incorporate 
shared values and opportu- 
nities included in existing 
plans and research; Plan for 
public infrastructure invest- 
ment through an open and 
transparent process; Direct 



capital investments toward 
locally identified needs; and 
Conserve our natural, social 
and financial resources." 

According to planning 
groups, the emphasis for the 
3 -year-long program is on 
community input and creat- 
ing an integrated approach to 
planning, with an eye to eco- 
nomic vitality and protecting 
the natural, social and cul- 
tural resources of the state. 

Where the funding is 
coming from seems to be the 
focus of some residents' con- 
cerns: the U.S. Department 
of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment (HUD). Though the 
people heading the project 
argue that other than basic 
oversight for appropriate 
use of grant money, the fed- 
eral government has no 
authority to dictate local 
planning efforts because of 
the initiative, some resi- 
dents have a different out- 
look. 

New Hampshire received 
a $3.37 million grant to 
develop comprehensive and 
coordinated regional plans 
in each of the state's nine 
regional planning areas. 

Planning board member 
Matt Russell raised his con- 
cerns at the group's July 16 
meeting. He had problems 
with the large expenditure 
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from the federal govern- 
ment that makes the pro- 
gram possible and because 
of that spending, with what 
strings might be attached. 
Russell didn't want to see 
the town get into something 
without understanding its 
full scope. 

He added that the 
results of a recent grant pro- 
gram facilitated by HUD 
gave him further reason for 
concern. Though Sandown's 
application for a $13,327 
grant to work on the land 
use chapter of the town's 
master plan was denied, 22 
of 33 other grants were 
awarded. Russell cited fund- 
ing that he said had nothing 
to do with planning and 
more to do with social engi- 
neering, and pointed to the 
Healthy Eating and Active 
Living Organization, Family 
Assistance Advisory Coun- 
cil, the Conservation Law 
Foundation and other state 
charitable organizations that 
received funding. 

Russell referred to the 
program as a federally fund- 
ed money grab, and with 
the national debt, didn't see 
a need for Sandown to par- 
ticipate. 

Member Ed Mencis ec- 
hoed Russell's concerns. 

During last week's sel- 
ectmen meeting, selectman 
Brenda Copp also raised 
concerns about the pro- 
gram. She said that if the 
town joined, it may get into 
a situation where it would 



be told what to do and be 
required to zone for things 
like low income housing or 
have other plans dictated. 

Some opponents have 
connected the initiative to 
"Agenda 21," a 1992 United 
Nations report on policies 
on settlement patterns, 
poverty and the environ- 
ment that involved 178 gov- 
ernments. Agenda 21, ac- 
cording to the American 
Planning Association, is a 
non-legally binding set of 
ideas and recommendations 
to countries, especially de- 
veloping nations, in support 
of sustainability and envi- 
ronmental responsibility as 
part of efforts to combat 
poverty. 

Persons heading the 
program state there is no 
connection between the 
allegation and the reality of 
the local program. Planners 
say the practice of planning 
is an inherently local activi- 
ty, constrained by local and 
state law, and any federal 
involvement in this recent 
initiative is limited and 
without mandates. 

Planning Board Chair 
Mark Traeger attempted to 
mitigate concerns by hand- 
ing out information on 
Windham, which had a few 
residents with similar con- 
cerns. After learning more 
about it, the selectmen were 
comfortable enough to join. 
Traeger argued that the ini- 
tiative was moving forward 
with or without Sandown's 



participation and that a 
wiser move would be to 
take part and therefore have 
a say if portions of it don't 
fit with Sandown's desires. 

He lauded the program 
for its ability to take a big- 
ger picture look at how 
communities interact, not- 
ing that what happens in 
Seabrook, for example, has 
an impact on people in 
Sandown because of com- 
muting or recreation. 

Traeger attempted to 
explain the process and how 
the federal government 
can't tell Sandown what to 
do, but pointed to other fed- 
eral funding, such as this 
year's Federal Emergency 
Management Agency grant 
to fix the culvert on Wells 
Village Road, as beneficial 
projects, despite the source 
of the funds. 

"There is no mechanism 
within the HUD program to 
force any town in the state 
of New Hampshire to do 
anything they don't want to 
do," said Traeger. "At the 
end of the day, we can be a 
part of the steering commit- 
tee. Or we can let someone 
else do it for us." 

Cliff Sinnott with RPC 
said the initiative offers a 
great opportunity to create 
an updated regional plan, 
something RPC has been 
doing piecemeal for many 
years because the funding to 
do an overhaul wasn't avail- 
able. He said the plan is just 
an extension of what plan- 



ning commissions have 
been doing for decades: ini- 
tiating research on land use, 
compiling that information 
and making suggestions for 
best practices from that 
data. 

Sinnott has been spend- 
ing much of his time lately 
fighting what he termed 
completely unfounded ac- 
cusations about the project 
and what it entails. He said 
some concerned citizen op- 
position to the plan is con- 
fusing and often couched in 
information that is just 
plain wrong. 

"This is being portrayed 
as something radically new 
or different, and it's not... 
We're not doing anything 
different than we've done 
for years and years," said 
Sinnott, adding that the role 
of the planning commission 
is to research, give advice 
and suggest alternatives for 
land use that towns can do 
with as they wish. 

He also noted that he 
knew of no evidence that 
would indicate the regional 
plan was anything but advi- 
sory. "We have no authority. 
We're just here to be help- 
ful," Sinnott said. 

"I view this as a wonder- 
ful opportunity to help out 
our communities, but it's 
being turned into a divisive 
thing and it just shouldn't 
be. It's a chance to do some 
good planning, which 
(towns) can use or not use," 
said Sinnott.

Ground Beef Sold at Hannaford's is Recalled 



The New Hampshire De- 
partment of Health and Hu- 
man Services (DHHS) an- 
nounced Monday that Cargill 
Meat Solutions Corporation 
is recalling 29,339 pounds of 
fresh ground beef products 
that may be contaminated 
with the bacteria Salmonella 
Enteriditis. 

The contaminated prod- 
uct was shipped to New 
Hampshire and distributed 
through Hannaford super- 
markets. 

Three cases of salmonel- 
losis have been identified in 
New Hampshire residents 
related to this product. 

The ground beef was 
processed May 25, so the 



"use by" date has passed, but 
if anyone still has it in the 
freezer, it should be discard- 
ed. 

The products subject to 
recall were sold wholesale for 
further processing in 14- 
pound packages labeled 
"Grnd Beef Fine 85/15%." 
Consumers who purchased 
ground beef from Hannaford 
with a Hannaford label 85/15 
percent, labeled with a sell by 
date from May 25-28, should 
discard it. 

"Contaminated food is 
always concerning," said Dr. 
Jose Montero, state public 
health director. "Since we 
cannot always know if a food 
is contaminated or not, it is 



very important that it be han- 
dled correctly. All ground 
beef should be cooked until 
the internal temperature is 
160 degrees Fahrenheit or 
greater using a food ther- 
mometer. People should take 
care not to cross-contaminate 
while cooking either, which 
means make sure to wash 
hands often, wash utensils 
that come in contact with raw 
meats or something else 
before using, and make sure 
meat juices do not come in 
contact with other foods." 

Eating food contaminated 
with Salmonella can cause 
salmonellosis, one of the 
most common bacterial food- 
borne illnesses. Salmonella 



infections can be life-threat- 
ening, especially to those 
with weakened immune sys- 
tems, such as infants, seniors, 
and people with HIV infec- 
tion or who are undergoing 
chemotherapy. The most 
common manifestations of 
salmonellosis are diarrhea, 
abdominal cramps, and fever 
within 6 to 72 hours. Addi- 
tional symptoms may be 
chills, headache, nausea, and 
vomiting that can last up to 
seven days. 

Recommendations to pre- 
vent salmonellosis include: 

• Wash hands with warm, 
soapy water for at least 20 
seconds before and after han- 
dling raw meat and poultry. 



Also wash cutting boards, 
dishes, and utensils with hot, 
soapy water. Clean up spills 
right away 

• Keep raw meat, fish, 
and poultry away from other 
food that will not be cooked. 
Use separate cutting boards 
for raw meat, poultry, and egg 
products and cooked foods. 

• Cook raw meat and 
poultry to safe internal tem- 
peratures before eating. The 
safe internal temperature for 
ground meat such as beef and 
pork is 160 degrees F and 
165 degrees F for poultry, as 
determined with a food ther- 
mometer. 

• Refrigerate raw meat 
and poultry within two hours 



after purchase (one hour if 
temperatures exceed 90 
degrees F). Refrigerate cook- 
ed meat and poultry within 
two hours after cooking. 

Cargill Meat Solutions 
Corporation requests con- 
sumers who may have the 
contaminated products re- 
turn them to the store where 
they were purchased. For

Waterfront/Water Access Property Assessment Review Continues

HAMPSTEAD - Scott 
Marsh and Joe Lessard of 
Municipal Resources Inc. 
(MRI), Hampstead town 
assessors, have completed a 
review and analysis of 
Hampstead properties with 
water access and with direct 
water frontage to determine 
if the assessment ratios 
require adjustment. 

Marsh gave the report to 
the Board of Selectmen 
Thursday evening, July 19. 

Marsh said he had ex- 
amined all the available 
market data, and while 
there was enough to make 
a determination about 
whether changes in water 
access properties and prop- 
erties with direct water 
frontage need to be made, 
he would be more comfort- 
able with more market data. 

"In general, the assess- 
ments on water access proper- 
ties are in line with the Town's 
assessment ratio and no 
adjustment is needed," Marsh 
said. "However, the assess- 
ments on waterfront property 
with direct water frontage are 
lower than the Town's assess- 
ment ratio and have been for 
the last three years, although 
the gap is narrowing." 

He told the board he had 
limited market data for 
waterfront properties on Big 
Island Pond and Sunset 
Lake/Wash Pond, and none 
for Angle Pond. Based on 
the market data, he said, it 
appeared assessment adjust- 



ments would be higher on 
Big Island Pond properties 
than Sunset Lake/Wash 
Pond properties. 

"To make any substan- 
tial assessment change, I 
like to have at least 10 per- 
cent sales for market data 
and I don't have quite that 
at this point, but I do have 
enough market data to sup- 



port the need for an adjust- 
ment," he said. 

He asked the board 
whether it wanted him to pro- 
ceed with the process of 
determining the waterfront 
property assessment adjust- 
ments for the December tax 
bill or to wait, as he recom- 
mended, for the first tax 
billing in 2013. Waiting 



would allow time for addi- 
tional market data to be col- 
lected and would give the 
entire year to deal with abate- 
ments and requests for review 
of adjusted assessments. 

Selectwoman Priscilla 
Lindquist said, "I would 
rather wait until next year, 
since there are a limited 
amount of sales. Then we 



would have the whole year 
to make adjustments." 

Chairman Sean Murphy 
asked when the next full 
town assessment will take 
place; Marsh said that 
would be in 2014. 

Selectman Rick Hartung 
made a motion to continue 
with the assessment review 
and analysis process for water- 



front properties, with a target 
of spring 2013, and the board 
voted unanimously in favor. 
Marsh said he would continue 
the analysis and review 
process of the properties with 
direct water frontage and 
would begin notifying home- 
owners early in 2013 about 
any adjusted assessments.

Shop Pond Appears Better After Fanwort Treatment

HAMPSTEAD - Shop 
Pond has been treated for 
the invasive fanwort and it 
is looking better - and it 
began to look better within 
hours, said Conservation 
Commission Chairman Tim 
Lovell, who watched the 
entire treatment event. 

"They put in a boat, 
loaded a 50 gallon drum 
and filled it with pond water 
and added 10 pounds of 



chemical, then went out 
and circled and crisscrossed 
the pond, spraying that 50 
gallons into the pond," said 
Lovell. "The whole process 
probably took half an hour 
but within hours, you could 
see the weeds starting to 
disappear." 

Conservation Commis- 
sion member Paul Carideo 
said he plans to put his 
kayak in the pond to get a 
better look and see if the 
weed kill is as good as it 
appears to be. The lily pads 
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are still in place but the fan- 
wort appears to have been 
rooted out. 

In other business: 
• The purchase of the 
Lew property is continuing. 
A few snags were hit in the 
deed but these problems 
have been ironed out and it 
is expected to close in the 
near future. As a result of the 
sale of the Lew property, an 
abutter, Joan Emmert, who 
owns 32 acres, has contacted 
the commission and is inter- 
ested in selling the commis- 
sion 22 acres of the parcel, 
nearest Great Island Pond. 
Acquisition of this land 
would provide connected 
conservation acreage, in- 
cluding a stream, and the 
commission voted to have 



Lovell move ahead with 
negotiations with Emmert. 

The following day, Lov- 
ell said, "The owner accept- 
ed our offer of $65,500, and 
we will have a public meet- 
ing at the next date of the 
Aug. 15 (meeting) at 7:30 
p.m. We voted in a $65,000 
number but then I did my 
math over and I was short 
$500, so we need to vote 
that number in again before 
the public meeting starts. I 
think this is a big deal for 
Big Island Pond - this prop- 
erty with the Lew property 
will shield that entire side of 
the lake from additional 
building and protect one of 
the water sources that flow 
through that side." 

• Phil Auger of South- 
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east Land Trust and Jill Sen- 
ter of the Plaistow Conser- 
vation Commission de- 
scribed their efforts to iden- 
tify Plaistow's conservation 
parcels, clear up deed issues 
on the parcels and place 
them in a conservation 
easement with the South- 
east Land Trust. At issue 
with Hampstead is a small 
parcel of less than an acre 
that Hampstead owns but is 
in Plaistow. Eventually, 
Auger said, the hope is to 
have the town lines proper- 
ly drawn through their con- 
servation lands and the 
towns take ownership of 
their own land, but this will 
be a year to two-year 
process. He and Senter were 
asking only that Hampstead 
be willing to work with 
them in deed identification 
and clarification and town 
line corrections. 

The commission said it 
would be willing to cooper- 
ate except in the instance 



that a parcel in question had 
been given to the town and 
had specific rules or re- 
quests relating to the parcel. 

• Carideo told the com- 
mission he had requested 
the Depot Development 
people come before the 
commission and make a 
presentation. He said he has 
some serious concerns 
about its drainage and ero- 
sion plan and thought it 
could be improved. 

"There's a wetland there 
and it is something we 
should be looking at," he 
said. 

• He also said he wanted 
to get an electronic copy of 
the Land Use chapter of the 
Master Plan to compare the 
maps in it to those the com- 
mission has. 

"We want the maps to be 
saying the same things," he 
said, adding he thought 
there might be some differ- 
ences that would need to be 
corrected.

the old system's costly 
repairs, the new system has 
an approximately five-year 
payback. 

All new strobes, lights, 
pull down stations and 
wiring for the system have 
been installed. 

The school worked with 
fire chief Rich Antoine to 
make sure everything was up 
to code and appropriate for 
the building. 

The overhaul of the 
phone system is the result of 
its routine failing. The sys- 
tem would often freeze so 
that no calls could come into 
the building or go out until it 
was rebooted. While teach- 
ers would start getting and 
making calls with their cell 
phones if necessary, it was a 
safety concern for the school 
community that at any time 
they could become unreach- 
able. The cost of the upgrade 
is about $35,000. 

The kindergarten has 
been mostly moved from the 
portable classrooms behind 
the library to two rooms 
inside the school, where the 
program resided initially 
before enrollment rose 
beyond the space's capacity. 



Though the portables 
housed two kindergarten 
classes well, said Gaylord, 
administration had some 
concerns about the space. 
During fire drills, the 
youngest students in the 
school would file out back, 
to a different place than the 
rest of the kids. They were 
also too close to the fire lane, 
said Gaylord. And the space 
was cramped, as the kids had 
to stay away from the 
propane tank and pump 
house. 

Now the kids will file out 
with the rest of the school. 
In addition, the two new 
classrooms each have a bath- 
room, whereas the portables 
had one to share. A tempo- 
rary wall had to be taken 
down to change one of the 
rooms back into a full-size 
classroom. 

The superintendent, ex- 
ecutive assistant, financial 
manager and bookkeeper 
will now use the portables 
for offices, and to make the 
space usable, furniture and 
portable walls have been 
shifted. There is space for 
one or two more people in 
the new offices. 

The board recently made 
a commitment to continue 
to lease the portable class- 
rooms for three years with 



the potential for a $1 buyout 
at the end of that period. The 
structures were erected 
when the state mandated 
public kindergarten pro- 
grams and were paid for pre- 
dominantly with state edu- 
cation building aid. 

The entrances to the 
school have also been 
improved this summer. The 
main foyer has gone from 
carpet to non-skid tile, along 
with the bus entrance for the 
middle level students. It will 
save money in the long run, 
said Gaylord, due to ease of 
care and cleaning. Carpet 
runners will continue to lead 
into the school. 

Also being replaced are 
all of the faucets throughout 
the school, toilet and urinal 
flushers and water bubblers. 

Though work has not 
started yet, the school is also 
hoping to improve the main 
entrance by replacing the 
current window into the 
main office with a door for 
safety purposes. This way, 
instead of getting buzzed 
into the school before sign- 
ing in, visitors will enter the 
main office, sign in and then 
enter the school proper. Last 
year, when front office secre- 
tary Beth Howard left her 
long-held place at the win- 
dow the district did not fill 



her position. Since then visi- 
tors are buzzed into the 
school and are asked to enter 
the office before heading 
into the school, but there's 
no safeguard to prevent 
someone from not checking 
in. 

The projects are part of 
the school's capital improve- 
ment plan, and now that 
they're done, or nearly done, 
only a couple of outstanding 
facilities projects remain for 
the coming years. The roof 
over the cafeteria and gym 
will need work, as well as the 
air handlers over those areas. 
The underground propane 
tank may also have to be re- 
moved. Gaylord said he has 
suggestions for accomplish- 
ing those projects that he 
will soon present to the 



board. 

Gaylord gave much cred- 
it to facilities manager Don 
Ennis, his crew, as well as 
contractors for the quality 
work being completed this 
summer. 

"We've really taken a 
look at the interior of the 
building and done a really 
fine job," said Gaylord, who 
has previously noted the 
importance of not only hav- 
ing quality programs within 
the school but also quality 
facilities within which to 
conduct those programs. 

School board chair Royal 
Richardson said he was grat- 
ified to take care of two crit- 
ical safety issues this year, as 
both the phone and fire sys- 
tems were deemed end of 
life. He added that the board 



had been agonizing over 
how best to address the cost- 
ly problems, and were 
pleased that the surplus 
arose this year. 

"The opinion of this 
Board is that an investment 
of surplus monies in the 
infrastructure of Chester 
Academy is a sound invest- 
ment. While this expendi- 
ture was larger than any that 
we have made in the past, it 
is also a significant upgrade 
of the infrastructure ad- 
dressing two very significant 
problems, which will benefit 
the School District and 
ensure the integrity and safe- 
ty of our school for many 
years to come, with no addi- 
tional impact to the taxpay- 
ers in the upcoming budget 
cycle," said Richardson.

HAMPSTEAD -For Har- 
ry Potter fans, Quidditch 
has a familiar ring. Everyone 
else may wonder what 
Quidditch is. The answer is 
that it's a game played by 
wizards and witches in the 
world created by British 
author J.K Rowling for the 
Harry Potter novels. 

Quidditch matches are 
played between two teams 
of seven players riding fly- 
ing broomsticks, using four 
balls and six elevated ring- 
shaped goals, three on each 
side of the Quidditch pitch. 
The sport has been adapted 
for the real world under the 
name of "Muggle Quid- 
ditch" or simply "Quid- 
ditch." In the United States, 
teams from more than 200 
colleges are affiliated with 
the International Quidditch 
Association. 

Hampsteads Zach D'Am- 



ico is one such college 
Quidditch player. He partic- 
ipated in the recent Quid- 
ditch Olympic Expedition 
in Oxford, England and was 
the co-captain of the cham- 
pion United States team. 
Five countries participated 
in the event - Australia, 
Canada, England, France 
and the U.S. The event was 
part of the Olympic torch 
relay celebration, held as 
the official torch passed 
through Oxford. 

Goal of the tournament 
was to present the sport of 
quidditch to a global audi- 
ence, and to enhance inter- 
national relations and pride 
among the players and fans.

Boys State is a week- 
long "mock government" 
exercise sponsored by the 
American Legion, Doolittle 
said. The young men, 
selected at the end of their 
junior year, draft bills, pass 
laws and run for office. 
Every boy came with a bill 
he wanted to see passed. 

Doolittle's bill was on 
education and the contro- 
versial subject of merit pay 
for teachers. "It was on how 
to create a criteria to judge 
how good a teacher is, so 
their salary would reflect 
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their performance in the 
classroom," he said. Others 
brought bills ranging from 
gun control and abortion to 
street signs. 

The 80 students split up 
into municipalities, created 
a "House" and a "Senate," 
and elected leadership. 

Doolittle found himself 
as one of 12 finalists for 
Boys Nation. He underwent 
a first-level interview, talk- 
ing about the two issues he 
thinks are most important to 
New Hampshire, and made 
the cut for the final six. His 
interview for the final cut 
was at 12:30 a.m., he said, 
and he had to answer open- 
ended questions on the 
issues on the national level 
he cared most about. His 
selection for Boys Nation 
was announced at the grad- 
uation ceremonies. 

The Boys Nation pro- 



gram is based out of Mary- 
mount University in Arling- 
ton, Va., but most of the 
activity will be in Washing- 
ton, Patrick said. He'll 
spend a day on Capitol Hill 
with U.S. Senator Kelly 
Ayotte, R-NH, visit the 
White House, and possibly 
meet the President.

Contractor to Fix Problem at Town Beach Swale

HAMPSTEAD - Town 
Engineer Nick Cricenti has 
advised the Beach Commit- 
tee that the reason the swale 
at the Town Beach is not 
working as expected is that 
it was not properly installed. 

He said that based on a 
second survey done by 
Chris Dane, the design Cri- 
centi provided was correct. 



That conclusion appears 
to leave Bennett Construc- 
tion holding the bag for the 
issues at the swale. 

According to Cricenti, 
the outfall pipes are 4 inch- 
es too low and the top of the 
rocks in the swale between 
the check dam, which is one 
and a half feet too low, and 
the edge of the lake, are 6 
inches too low. He said 
more rocks must be added 
to build the swale up to the 



proper height. 

If the committee wants 
to prevent lake debris from 
washing back into the swale, 
a dam will need to be posi- 
tioned at the lake's edge. 
Cricenti said it won't take 
much work to correct the 
height of the rock swale and 
will probably require only 5 
to 6 yards of material to cor- 
rect the plunge pool and 
build the check dam. He 
said Bennett would be 



responsible for doing that 
work, while the Town would 
have to take care of the lake's 
edge dam if it wishes to cut 
down on lake debris being 
blown back into the swale. 

Sally Theriault, Select- 
men's Administrative Assis- 
tant and Beach Committee 
member, said the committee 
owes Bennett for ledge and 
catch basin work that was 
extra, and she also has ques- 
tions about bills outstand-

hour, while the rest of 12 1A 
heading to Plaistow from 
Route 111 and from Odell 
Road into Sandown is 30 
mph.
